“How does a manager go at building up 
his team? Well he knows how he does it, 
but it is pretty hard to say.

There is one way to insure failure 
in handling a lot of new men and that 1s 
to put them all through the same system 
of couching and training. 

“A manager must size up each different 
man and make his (gaining conform to his 
apparent needs. Many a promising young- 
eter has been ruined in a training camp 
through poor judgment on the part of his 
manager as to what course of training he 
should receive. 

“It is a mistake to suppose that a mana- 
ger takes young men and teaches them to 
play baseball as it is played in the big 
leagues. They must learn that themselves. 
The best that he can do is encourage and 
sometimes aid with a little advice on 
minor defects; but in the main the man 
must have che brain and insight to pick 
up ihe fine points of the game himself or 
he will never make. good as a big leaguer.

“The foundation of a good team is a 
good pitching staff and for the most part 
au manager, can only watch his twirlers 
work. There ix one place where he sure- 
ly has to go slow. Of course, as a rule, 
there are two essential points in a good 
pitcher, speed and control. If he has these 
two things and a head, don’t forget the 
head, he can learn the other tricks of the 
game. But you mustn't try to teach them. 
A manager that fools with the delivery of 
a pitcher, tries to make him change it to 
suit his own ideas, will spoil the man nine 
times out of ten. I have seen it done. 
Every man has his natural way of throw- 
ing a ball and you just have to let him 
throw it that way. 


The same sort of a rule applies to bat- 
ting. A manager should never fool with 
a man's batting position. If he bats all 
right it doesn't make much difference how 
he stands and he can learn to field well.
